day*,  and  yet  the  polemic  was  not  an  un  mixed 
evil,  as  Its  absence  Is  far  from  Man  wholly 
Kood.  All  polemics  are  not  of  a kind.  It  was 
Luther's  polemic  with  which  Europe  was  shaken 
to  the  renter,  and  the  reformation  of  the  six- 
teenth century  wrought  its  way.  It  was  Cal- 
vin's polemic  that  laid  the  foundations  for  su- 
perstructure of  noble  Christian  belle*  and  life 
through  succeeding  generations  ant.  centuries. 
In  the  days  of  Alexander  Campbell  It  waa  the 
polemic  pf  heroic  men  like  A.  P.  Williams  of 
Missouri:  J.  B.  Jeter,  of  Virginia,  and  hundreds 
of  others  throughout  the  Bspttst  ranks  that  sav- 
ed the  day  for  spiritual  Interpretation  of  the 
New  Testament  in  general  and  of  the  ordinances 
in  particular.  In  very  truth,  our  fathers  by 
their  polemic  laid  the  foundations  on  which  w*e 
are  building,  and  for  the  growth  and  glory  of 
Baptist  affairs  throughout  the  South. 

Christianity  as  a system  of  truth  'and  teach- 
ing, la  essentially  and  pre-eminently  doctrinal. 
While  historical  In  Its  basis.  It  Is  yet  doctrinal 
In  meaning.  Even  Its  history  for  example, 
the  birth  of  Jesus.  His  death  on  the  cross.  Ilia 
resurrection,  'primarily  physical  facta  -la  yet  of 
doctrinal  significance  and  mighty  In  making 
Christian  character  and  doctrinal  conscience 
Its  "fundamental  principles  may  not  be  put  In 
didactic  form  or  creeda!  statement,  yet  there 
must  lie  didactic,  instruction.  This  ia  precisely 
what  our  Lord  intended,  when  Ho  spoke  of 
teaching  the  observance  of  His  commandments. 
He  was  setting  the  schedule  and  program  for 
coming  ages  by  means  of  which  His  doctrines 
were  to  live,  win  their  way,  and  hlesa  mankind." 

We  need  to  give  emphasia  tq  cre»  dal  ch  a me- 
ter and  doctrinal  conviction  as  having  practical 
virtue  and  value  In  every-day  Christian  llvinr. 

A lack  of  tlilv  is  our  deficiency  ano  weakness, 
leaves  the  present-day  Christian  subject  to  every 
kind  of  -loc-ive  of  whatever  fad  or  fat^y,  if- 
only  It  bo  labeled  religious  or  Ckrls’inn  or 
church.  W*  have  in  our  Lord  a commanding  - 
example  cf  Joctrlnal  spirit  and  ch.t  r<tor,  of 

Jlortrinnl  life  and  earn**tns*»  ‘n  tev.hl.ig.  A 
aithful  walk  In  His  w .»■*  at  this  pilot  wmicl 
rcak  up  our  methods  and  revolutionise  our 
Ime.  would  substitute  soundness  for  softness, 
strength  for  weakness,  and  mark  a new  day  In 
the  kingdom  of  teaching,

I am  seeking  to  say  over  again  for  emphasia 
a word  from  the  Sunday  School  Board's  report 
at  St.  Louis.  As  may  be  seen  from  the  quota- 
tion below,  the  report  urges  doctrinal  emphasis 
in  teaching.  We  see  in  many  places.  If  1 may 
borrow  a strong  phrase  from  Dr.  Rufus  W. 
Weaver,  "conformity  without  conviction,  alliance 
without  loyalty,"  and  therefore  form  without 
power. 

There  is  everywhere  among  us  a pressing  need 
of  the  form  of  godliness  with  the  power  there- 
of. We  urge  fresh  attention  to  the  doctrinal 
earnestness  of  JesUB,  and  plead  for  doctrinal 
conviction  and  conscience  as  desperately  needed 
In  the  making  of  Christian  character.  Our 
Lord  In  Hia  great  commission  set  His  program 
for  the  ages,  and  marks  the  highway  of  his  ulti- 
mate triumph. 

In  that  mighty  utterance  of  conquest,  spoken 
on  the  summit  between  resurrection  power  and 
ascension  glory,  He  gives  the  final  word  for  all 
who  would  walk  in  His  way.  It  declares  the 
universal  sovereignty  of  Jesus,  and  contemplates 
whole-soul  obedience  from  those  who  love  Him 
— an  obedience  which  Is  missionary  and  evan- 
gelistic, ceremonial  and  didactic.  Into  that 
program  he  put  the  promise  of  his  persona) 
presence  and  power,  a promise  which  stands 
while  the  world  stands  and  culminates  with  the 
end  of  the  ages,  but  which  operates  as  we  move 
In  the  line  of  Its  purpose  and  procedure.  He 
is  with  us  in  going,  wkh  us  In  making  disciples, 
with  us  In  baptizing,  with  us  In  teaching  the 
-things  he  commanded  thereunto  are  we  called 
and  commissioned.

In  my  article  In  a recent  iBH-je  of  The  Record 
on  "Sharing  the  Blame,"  I aj  tided  In  the  last 
paragraph  to  our  unscrlpturaU  methods  of  rais- 
ing mohey  tor  God's  cause.  [The  limits  set  to 
this  artlcV  forbid  my  going  into  full  details. 
Neither  Is  iKjtecessary.  Wl  are  all  familiar 
with  the  many  catch-penny  njpthoda  of  raising 
money  so  common  among  ii:j.  True,  these 
methods  have  been  outlawed  in  some  of  our 
churches,  but  they  are  still  Prevalent  In  many 
others.  The  social  abilities  and  facilities  of 
the  "aid  society."  the  theatrlcll  talents  and  en- 
thusiasm of  the  young  people  and  the  universal 
love  of  fun,  prolic  and  refnphment,  are  still 
held  as  available  assets  In  mpny  church  quar- 
ters. Some  of  our  populat  magazines  carry 
departments  on  church  flnanois  with  an  expert 
In  charge,  whose  business  11  Is  to  put  out  as 
many  now  plans  of  raising  poney  as  he  can 
solve  from  his  own  fancy  a d to  collect  and 
put  out  as  many  as  he  can  sifure  from  others, 
sometimes  offering  a premlunl  for  the  best  sug- 
gestion. If  these  methods  j are  right  new 
schemes  are  constantly  neceilary,  for  the  old 
ones  go  out  of  fashion  and  |cease  to  "work.” 
The  price  of  success  is  eterna  novelty,  and  the 
Inventor  has  a permanent  Jolt,  though  he  Is  not 
making  a roaring  success  of!  lit,  for  he  Is  not 
getting  the  needed  money.  lust  here  lies  one 
great  objection  to  these  metlilds:  their  one  sole 
end  and  aim  Is  to  get  moneyl  which,  I submit. 
Is  not  the  chief  purpose  of  gming  at  all.  Who 
will  claim  any  S^rlpeure  authority  for  them? 
The  only  excuse  ever  given  for  them  Is  that 
the  cause  for  which  they  aro  worked  is  a good 
cause,  which  In  turn  rests  mi  the  old  fallacy 
that  "the  end  sanctifies  the  Means.” 

It  would  be  hard  to  mak«j  strictures  against 
these  Indirect  methods  of  raiffing  money  too  se- 
vere. They  havo  been  aptljf  characterized 
"belittling  to  the  church,  dishonoring  to  God, 
and  contemptible  in  the  eyes  |>f  the  world." 

Hut  It  Is  not  sc  much  ofjlthrs-i  discr-dite.' 
methods  1 wish  to  speak  as  of  ^ome  others  more 
generally  praetleed,  and  usufiljr  without  ques- 
tion. First  among  these  i^  the  annua)  sub- 
scription plan.  This  is  us^p  chiefly  for  the 
support  of  the  pastor.  M4  ^y  serious  objec- 
tions He  against  It.  It  pntk  the  pastor's  pop- 
ulajlty  to  the  test  once  every  ^ yelve  months.  It 
gives  ocrsslou  to  every  sorehtgd  to  make  him- 
self felt,  and  is  the  agency  often  employed  by 
such  discontents  to  accomplish  their  purpose  in 
tlge  overthrow  of  the  pahtor,  dlrough  petty  spite 
at  the  pastor  or  church.  and  plus  it  all  under  the 
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W*  ale  once  again  in  the  midst  (ft  stirring 
times  In  China.

our  Lord  in  His  great  commission,  has  at  least 
a fourfold  purpose:  (1)  to  conserve  His  doc- 
trines as  embodied  In  His  commandments:  (21 
to  indoctrinate  those  who  are  His  In  making 
character  after  the  Christ-like  pattern:  (3)  to 
regulate  human  conduct  In  the  observance  of 
His  will  among  men:  (4)  to  spread  abroad  His 
doctrines  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  as 
the  means  of  His  Anal  and  universal  conquest. 

This  puts  tremendous  emphasis  upon  Chris- 
tianity in  its  doctrinal  character,  as  well  as  Its 
rharacter-maklng  power.  It  sets  before  the 
. followers  of  Christ  a line  of  definite  program 
and  procedure;  assigns  them  a task  at  once 
gigantic,  momentous,  commanding;  demands  on 
our  part  love  and  energy,  wisdom  and  faithful- 
ness to  the  last  degree.  Herein  is  Isld  the 
foundation,  and  herein  also 'we  build  the  super- 
structure, whether  of  individual  Christian  char- 
acter or  of  that  universal  kingdom  which  Jesus 
came  to  found  and  carry  to  completion  with 
coronation  glory. 

The  Intention  of  the  board's  report  was  to 
make  fresh  emphasis  of  the  didactic  in  the  great 
commission  as  the  vital  need  for  the  present 
hour.  It  gives  significance  and  force  to  Sun- 
day School  education  through  Instruction  In 
Christian  truth.  The  future,  alike  of  individ- 
ual or  people,  depends  for  usefulness  upon  (1) 
their  experiential  relation  to  God;  (2)  their 
faithfulness  with  the  Scriptures  as  His  word;

There  was  some  apprehension  on  the  part 
of  some  when  the  hoard  of  trustees  ordered 
last  spring  tin*  faculty  to  standardize  the 
institution  in  line  with  the  other  A-l  col- 
lege* of  the  country.  This  meant  the  rais 
ing  of  the  admission  to  the  conventional 
fourteen  Carnegie  units.  It  is  most  pleas- 
ing to  note  the  great  number  who  made  their 
required  units. 

The  biology  department  is  attracting  much 
attention  and  patronage  on  account  of  the 
installation  of  a full  equipment  of  up-to- 
difte  apparatus.  This  department  is  under 
the  care  of  Professor  C.  C lemon,  who 
came  with  the  very  highest  endorsements, 
and  who  is  making  his  presence  felt  in  his 
work  in  a most  satisfactory  way.  Profes- 
sor lemon  is  a Missourian  bv  rearing,  a,nd 
holds  a bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  th** 

1 niversity  of  Indiana,  and  a master  of  arts 
from  the  University  of  Michigan.  To  these 
excellent  preparations  lie  adds  a large  ex 
perienee  in  actual  class-room  work. 

The  physical  laboratory  under  the  eare  'of 
Professor  I)  M Nelson,  is  being  well  ..quip., 
ped  with  new  apparatus  and  this  feature 
alone  adds  much  to  the  former  advantages 
offered  in  this  department.  This  work  will 
now  be  put  on  an  equality  with  the  other  de- 
partments and  will  hold  the  same  dignitv 
and  usefulness.

Six  weeks  ago  a p^hsoiml  letter  was  sent 
to  the  clerk  of  each  issoeiat ion  which  had 
not  reported  throuip  its  vice-president. 
Many  more  answerer  have  conic;  complete 
returns  have  been  received  from  several 
states;  from  many  ethers  the  returns  an* 
still  incomplete. 

Further,  the  report! | of  the  associations  al- 
ready heard  from  ant  in  many  cases  far 
from  perfect.  TimH  without  number  the 
only  reply  that  can  >e  obtained  is.  “I  do 
not  know.”  and  'then  further  requests 
bring  the  same  answir.  the  association  jK*r- 
force  is  entered  in  the  list  of  those  not  need- 
ing help.  Frequent!  • an  answer  will  come 
like  this:  “1  know  if  two  chureh-*s  in  our 
association  that  have  po  houses,  and  T think 
there  are  several  mon  ” Such  an  associa- 
tion goes  on  record  as  having  only  two 
houseless  churches.  w|  |ereas  a carefully  pre- 
pared re(M>rt  might  mtltiply  the  number  sev- 
eral times.  Thus  an  injustice  is  done  the 
churches  of  the  assd [intion.  Sometimes 
the  mail  will  bring  ti  e statement  that  the 
association  has  no  hni  eless  nor  dilapidated 
churches  and  in  the  ■nine  mail  will  come  a 
request  for  assistance  from  some  church  in 
that  same  association.  I Therefore  the  report 
to  September  first,  givi  ng  7.376.  by  no  means 
represents  the  needs  |f  the  territory  occu- 
pied by  Southern  Baptists;  and ’vet  this  in- 
complete report  shows  one-third  of  our 
churches  crying  for  assistance  and  one- 
sixth  of  them  absolute  v without  houses  in 
which  to  worship.  | 

The  report  of  one  t jssoeiation.  received 
sometime  ago.  has  not  Ineen  included  in  the 
above  returns.  The  jljlerk  of  this  associa- 
tion wrote,  “We  have  (fifty  churches  with- 
out houses  of  worship’  This  seemed  a 
goodly  number  for  oma  association  and,  the 
returns  were  not  reeci'jid  as  exact  until  fur- 
ther investigation.  TM*n  it  was  found  that 
the  territory  embraced  t||i  th«*  association  was 
immense  and  the  population  large.  The 
country  was  mountain»l||*  and  travel  was  dif- 


ficult. Churches  must  he  numerous  to  be 
in  reach  of  all. 

This  report  and  the  subsequent  investiga- 
tion is  one  instance  of  many,  and  all  of  them 
have  gone  to  prove  that  academic  deduc- 
tions of  an  association’s  needs  based  upon 
telescopic  observations  from  a eity  sky- 
scraper are  generally  false;  and  that  it  is 
the  microscopic  investigation  made  in  love 
and  sympathy  by  workers  immediately  on 
the  field  in  which  reliance  may  be  placed. 
In  some  places  it  seemed  that  the  organiza- 
tion of  so  many  churches  had  been  unwise. 
In  every  ease  investigated,  this  seeming  lack 
of  wisdom  has  vanished  upon  closer  obser- 
vation of  the  field  and  its  conditions. 

Granting,  however,  for  the  sake  of  argu- 
ment, that  one  thousand  of  these  homeless 
churches  deserve  to  die  because  they  were 
unwise  in  being  horn ; and  granting  that 
one  thousand  of  those  churches  so  in- 
adequately housed  deserve  no  help;  there  yet 
remains  an  appalling  picture  of  desolation 
and  destitution;  there  yet  faces  us  a condi- 
tion which  must  he  met  at  once  and  ably 
met. 


What  the  Figures  Mean. 


Is  it  any  wonder  that  forty-two  pef  cent 
of  our  churches  are  unenliated  when  thirty- 
three  per  cent  arc  crying  for  assistance,  and 
sixteen  per  cent  are  actually  without  houses 
in  which  to  worship? 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  N),000  of  our 
churches  are  on  record  as  giving  nothing  to 
missions,  when  8.000  are  facing  dissolution 
and  organic  death,  and  2 500  are  homeless 
and  almost  hopeless  as  to  aid? 

Is  it  marvelous  that  almost  one-half  our 
territory  is  classed  as  non-productive,  when 
nearly  an  (equal  per  cent  is  almost  non-ex- 
ist si nt  ? 

The  real  wonder  is  when  here  and  there 
we  find  a group  of  churches  worshipping  in 
school  houses  and  log  cabins,  their  assoeia- 
tional  reeord  showing  that  year  by  year  they 
make  regular  contributions  to  every*-  phase 
of  our  denominational  endeavor.  Not  all 
the  needy  churches  are  unenlisted.  Many' 
of  them  give  in  sueh  proportion  to  their 
means  that  if  wealthier  congregations  would 
give  accordingly  we  could  in  twelve  months 
raise  funds  to  carry  the  gospel  to  the  entire 
world. 

One  of  our  general  secretaries,  for  many 
years  a State  secretary,  and  noted  for  his 
conservatism,  says,  “I  have  never  yet  known 
a church  to  receive  assistance  even  to  the 
extent  of  fifty  dollars  that  it  did  not  ever 
afterwards  prove  a regular  contributor  to 
both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.”  If.  by 
our  rendered  aid  to  these  needy  fields,  we 
can  put  them  upon  a foundation  of  assured 
and  healthy  existence,  we  will  bring  8,000 
organizations  into  the  ranks  of  the  contrib- 
uting churches  Then  our  offerings  for  all 
missionary  purposes  will  be  so  increased  that 
we  will  rival  in  our  worldwide  operations 
certain  other  denominations — denominations 
numerically  and  financially  not  so  strong  as 
we,  but  organically  stronger  because  by 
their  great  building  funds  they  bring  all 
their  congregations  into  the  enlisted  class.

The  occasion  of  jealousy  and  envy 
against  Moses  was  hta  marriage  to 
what  is  called  an  Ethiopian  woman. 
That  is  an  unfortunate  translation. 
The  Hebrew  word  signifies  a Cushite 
woman.  Ethiopian  was  designated 
as  Cush,  but  there  was  also  (a  Cuah 
In  Asia.  Zlpporah  may  (be  the 
woman  referred  to.  The.aectloo 
w here  she  lived  was  Included  In  a I 
district  called  Cush 

Others  think  that  Zlpporah  was 
dead  and  he  had  married  an  Ethi- 
opian. or  negress  There  Is  no  way 
of  discovering  the  woman's  ethnic 
character  from  the  word.  She  may 
have  been  a negro,  and  ahe  may  have 
belonged  to  the  Mldianltesj  or  to 
the  Rabylonlans.  Rut  we  do  know 
there  was  no  moral  turpitude  at- 
taching to  the  marriage  Miriam 
led  In  the  accusation  of  Moaea  She 
was  Ills  older  sister  who  watched 
over  him  when  a babe,  and  She  felt 
that  she  had  a right  to  control  him. 
as  older  sisters  frequently  think 
Aaron  was  a man  easily  Influenced. 
That  was  shown  In  the  golden  calf 
incident.  He  was  subordinated  to 
Moses  and  prepared  therefore  to  be 
curious  of  him. 

Morganatic  Vtnrriegvw. 

It  seems  Impossible  for  us  In  the 
South  to  realize  that  the  question 
of  a white  man  marrying  any  of  the 
dark  races  Is  not  necessarily  a moral 
question.  It  la  certainly  not  ex- 
pedient and  not  wise.  Neither  Is  It 
for  the  best  Interests  of  both  races 
for  such  to  occur.  Moreover,  the 
Southern  States  have  legislation 
against  It  and  It  would  become  a 
moral  question  If  one  disobeyed  the 
law  of  the  commonwealth. 

Rut  a1  more  Important  matter  for 
us  Is  the  proper  mating  of  our  chil- 
dren with  their  own  race  and  their 
equals  In  social  position.  It  Is  not 
immoral  for  a wealthy,  cultured  man 
to  marry  an  Ignorant  woman,  but  It 
Is  quite  unwise  and  may  result  In 
bickerings  and  separation.  It  ta 
not  immoral  for  a cultured  Rlue 
Mountain,  or  Mississippi  Woman's 
College  Christian  girl  to  marry  some 
Mississippi  "redneck"  or  "hillbilly," 
who  did  not  have  ambition  enough 


to  go  to  college,  or  even  to  go 
through  high  school,  but  If  she  does 
It  she  will  be  ashamed  of  him  all 
her  da.va  It's  not  wicked  for  an 
educated  preacher  to  marry  an  un- 
lettered woman,  but  hla  life  work 
will  suffer  if  he  does  It.  One  maf  j 
marry  out  of  hla  faith,  but  It's  not 
wise 

Jealou»y  tliarm-teetsllr  of  Inferiors.  | 

Nobody  but  God  haa  a right  to  be 
Jealous.  Jealousy  la  wanting  the 
first  place,  and  feeling  angry  with 
one  who  Is  In  a superior  station. 

Now  God  baa  a perfect  right  to  be 
Jealous  of  the  first  place,  and  firs! 
and  beat  love.  It  la  wicked  not  to 
give  It  to  Him. 

The  Jealous  person  acknowledges 
by  hla  jealousy  that  his  opponent  Is 
superior  to  him.  If  you  are  Jealous 
of  one's  Intellect  you  acknowledge 
him  to  be  more  clever  than  yourself;

Love  Itself,  the  master  passion, 
subdues  all  base  paaalona.  "Love 
envleth  not,”  does  not  boll  with  an- 
ger. the  word  signifies  "Love 
vaunteth  not  Itself- .-does  not  boast, 
so  the  Greek  term  Roasting  ta  ex- 
cluded where  love  la.  Please, 
preachers,  let  us  alt  up  and  take  no- 
tice. "That  great  meeting  I held 
at  Croaa  Roads'"  "my  marvelous 
pastorate  I enjoyed  at  ttqulglcum 
Squeeze. " and  "the  wonderful  Im- 
pression of  my  preaching  on  the 
people  of  Megalopolis'”  are  truly 
astonishing — hut  the  Rrrlpture  says, 
"Let  another  man  praise  thee  and 
not  thine  own  mouth.”
